Miners Contribute Approxi¬ 
mately $800; Business House 
And Sentinel District Con¬ 
tribute Approximately $500. 

The magnificient sum of approx¬ 
imately $1300 has already been 
subscribed to Coleman War Ser¬ 
vices drive which started Monday, 
March 24, and which will come to 
a close on* Saturday, April 6. 

Campaign chairman Father L. 
Sullivan reveals that approximate¬ 
ly $800 was subscribed by the 
miners and $500 by business 
houses, Sentinel power plant, Lime 
kiln, contractor and their em¬ 
ployees. 

Still to be solicited are a num¬ 
ber of homes, the occupants of 
which were out when the canvass¬ 
ers called. The coal companies 
have promised a donation and when 
this is received the local commit¬ 
tee expects the entire proceeds to 


be well over the quota. Coleman’s 
quota is to be revealed by the 
committee next week. On Thurs¬ 
day evening there will be a meet¬ 
ing of the canvassers and execu¬ 
tive to make a final check-up of 
subscriptions and homes still to 
be canvassed. 


system. The strike went into ef¬ 
fect Monday night. 

The companies issued the fol¬ 
lowing statement to the Press: 

“The present dispute, by which 
800 mine employees are thrown 
out of work, involves wo. wage 
dispute. 

“The Coleman miners are paid 
higher or equal rates with all 
other miners of this district. The 
Coleman miners are also paid Cost- 
of-Living bonus, as applying to all 
other mines cf the province. By 
this bonus, the men have their 
wages increased to compensate for 
cost of living increases, as deter¬ 
mined by the board appointed by 
the government; for the duration 
of the war and one year there¬ 
after. 

“The companies have offered the 
-miners a straight renewal of their 
contract, in return for which they 
ask that the wage agreements 
should not be re-opened until after 
the war, or as long as the cost- 
of-living commision is in oper¬ 
ation. 

“The U.M.W. cxf A. refuses to 
accept this proposal and is insist¬ 
ing on a “closed shop” whereby 
all employees will be forced into 
their membership and to pay dues 
to the United Mine Workers of 
America. 

“About 130 local miners have re¬ 
fused to join their organization, 
and the strike is an attempt to 
force the companies to compel 
these men to join an organization, 
against their wishes. The com¬ 
panies have refused to do this, 
which has resulted in the stoppage 
of work.” 


No Wage/Dispute Involved; 
“Close^Shop” Demaned by 
U.M.V^A.; Pickets Placed at 
Mine Approaches at Mid-night 
Monday; Everything Quiet. 

Members of the United Mine 
Workers of America, Coleman 
branch, decided by vote at a meet¬ 
ing on Sunday to strike if the In¬ 
ternational and McGillivray com¬ 
panies would not concede to the 
demands of union officials for a 
“closed shop.” 

Since 1932, when a home local 
was organized, following a strike 
called by the then Communist 
controlled Mine Workers Union of 
Canada, (now defunct) continued 
efforts have been made by the 
U.M.W.A. to secure recognition as 
the sole bargaining agency with 
the companies. The companies 
since 1932 have reaognized the 
home local, known as Coleman 
Miners’ Association, which has no 
affiliation with an international 
organization, and this is the first 
labor dispute in nine years. It was 
the home local which broke Com¬ 
munist control of the outlawed 
union in Coleman in 1932. 

The U.M.W.A. has persistently 
carried on a campaign to get 
memlbers of the home local into 
its ranks. About 130 of them re¬ 
fuse to join the U.M.W.A. and as 
the companies refuse to compel 
these men to join the U.M.W.A. 
against their own will, the U.M. 
W.A. decided to call a strike in the 
effort to enforce a “closed shop,” 
whereby all workers must become 
UjM.W.A. members and pay dues 
through the customary check-off

We Stand On Guard 


With the intensification of warfare on the European continent and over 
Britain, warnings appearing frequently in the daily press, that Hitler is 
pursuing his policy of conquest on this continent by h'is underground I 
methods of subversive propagada designed to “soften up’’ the people in the 
hope first of rendering them indifferent and apathetic and later openly 
militant, if and when the time comes for overt acts, cannot be disregarded. 

That this insidious and dangerous policy of paving the way for Nazi 
armed forces has proved successful everywhere in Europe except in Great 
Britain and Greece has been so amply demonstrated that the people of 
Canada and the United States cannot afford to be blind to its possibilities 
here, unless they are continually on the alert to detect the evil wherever 
ripples in underground channels indicate its presence, to reveal its exist¬ 
ence wherever and whenever it is detected and to “smoke out the Nazis” 
in their lairs. 

This does not mean that everyone whose native tongue is continental I 
European is to be regarded as suspect. On the contrary, thousands of 
them, the great majority afe as loyal to the British cause as is the entire! 
Anglo-Saxon world, but there is a small minority among them who are j 
ready and willing to serve the Nazi doctrine as there are a few Quislings 
even among the Anglo-Saxons. For our own protection, it is the duty ofj 
all of us, to bring to the attention of the proper authorities, the few who 
are indulging in nefarious practices designed to undermine our war effort, 
whether it be by word or deed. Constituted authority can be relied upon 
to take whatever steps may be necessary to render their machinations 
harmless. 

A Great Loyal Body 

As already stated, the vast body of Canadians of non-British origin in 
Western Canada are loyal to the cause of democracy to the core and dis¬ 
avow Naziism, Fascism, Communism and all other doctrines whjch consti¬ 
tute a threat to the continued existence of liberty and freedom of the in¬ 
dividual. 

And why wouldn’t they be? For did they not come to this country 
because they espoused the doctrines of freedom and liberty, because they 
wanted to be assured of their personal right to think and speak and wor¬ 
ship as they chose and to take advantage of all the opportunities and 
privileges afforded by a democratic regime? 

If proof were needed as to where the great rank and file of these new 
Canadians stand on the great issues which are now being fought out, it 
is to be found in their own language newspapers published in this country 
and enjoying wide circulation among them. A' few extracts from some 
of them indicates clearly what the great majority think about the issues 
of the war and the example which is being set them by their leaders. 

For example, the “Nya Svenska Pressen” (The Swedish Press), Van¬ 
couver says: 

"We believe that Canada has done well. But the sooner that we realize 
that we must do better, and that it is our struggle as much as that of the 
people of Great Britain, the better it v^fil be for our cause. We also believe 
that the Swedish people in Canada are as loyal to this cause as any na¬ 
tional group. Hundreds of our men and boys have joined the service and 
we believe our people generally are giving their fullest support in other 
ways.” 

Another from “Narodnia Gazeta” (People’s Gazette), Ukrainian weekly 
published in Winnipeg: 

“Farmers and workers cannot remain passive in the struggle. Work¬ 
ing people are most vitally interested, because within the British democratic 
system they have a chance to achieve a better life and greater prosperity,

It is not permitted to give 
specifications, but it can be said that 
they are faster than most 1930 model 
American automobiles. (Medium- 
priiced 1930 automobiles could hit 
75 miles an hour). 

Newspapermen stood in a review¬ 
ing stand and watched a demonstra¬ 
tion. There was no firing, but the 
sight of that block of steel bearing 
down on us with the speed of a train, 
its tractors kicking mud, motor 
roaring and cannon and machine- 
guns pointed at our heads, made us 
step back, even though we knew we 
were safe.

Contrasts Are Ugly 

Wealthy Chinese Spend Million On 
Balls While Poor Starve 

China’s press is depicting in ugly 
colprs the sharp contrast between 
I rich and poor in Shanghai. One of 
the stories concerns the festivities of 
Christmas eve. All Chinese ball¬ 
rooms were crowded with Chinese 
pleasure seekers and the incomes of 
the ballrooms on that night were said 
to be well over $1,000,000. On the 
same night, 82 bodies were picked up 
from streets by the Shanghai Pub¬ 
lic Benevolent Cemetery. Among the 
bodies picked up on Christmas eve, 
only 23 were those of adults. On 
Christmas Day, 32 dead adults and 
47 dead children were collected. 


Cleaning Up The Flower Garden 

Some Timely Suggesting For Pre¬ 
paring The Garden This Spring 

As soon as the, snow has melted 
and the ground is beginning to dry, 
work can start in the garden. If 
the tops of the perennials were not 
cut off in ball they should now be 
"removed and any branches or other 
trash that has collected on the beds 
should be carefully raked off. If a 
mulch of/fnarture was used in fall, 
the fine part of the ffiaterial can be 
dug in to add humus to the said. At 
this time an application of a com¬ 
mercial fertilizer with the formula 
4-18-10 can be scattered on the sur¬ 
face arid dug in, advises Miss Isa¬ 
bella Preston, Division of Horticul¬ 
ture, Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa. • 

Any broken or damaged branches 
should be removed from shrubs and 
trees, being careful to make a clean 
cut and not to,, leave ugly stubs on 
the trees. Late blooming shrubs can 
be pruned at this time. 

In the rose garden it is a mistake 
to remove the protecting material 
all at once. If boards (or brush) 
were laid over the mulch they should ■ 
be removed first and a fork thrust 
into the straw or leaves in order to 
lift them a little so that air can get 
in. In a week or so if the weather 
is suitable the top layer of straw can 
be removed and the remainder taken 
off gradually. If the nights are very 1 
cold and the days dry and sunny the 1 
mound of earth should be left over 1 
the lower part of the rose bush un- 1 
til the soil is beginning to warm up 1 
and the roots are waking up from 
the winter sleep. The dry winds and 1 
hot sun frequently damage the stems 1 
by drying before the roots are suf- 
ficiently active to supply the mois- 1 
ture necessary to keep them in good 1 
condition.
